DURING JULY 20 CONVERSATION CONCERNING PRIVATE MEETING OF FRG 
CHANCELLOR AND CANADIAN AND DANISH PRIME MINISTERS AT FABORG JULY 
19-20, MFA POLITICAL DEPUTY DIRECTOR PETER DYVIG TOLD US SCHMIDT 
(OR TRUDEAU) HAD PASSED ALON TO JORGENSEN THAT PRES. NETO 
REPORTEDLY HAD CONFIDED HE WANTED CUBANS OUT OF ANGOLA, BUT THAT 
USSR HAD THREATENED CUTOFF OF ASSISTANCE IF CUBANS EVICTED. DYVIG 
REGARDED REPORT AS CREDIBLE, NOTING THAT EC COMMISSIONER FOR 
ASSOC. AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, CLAUDE CHEYSSON'S RECENT 
INVITATION TO VISIT ANGOLA, WHICH HE CONSIDERED A FURTHER
